- At Te48peme, Saturday December 531938 a telephone 
repart wes received from C.F.G. 2820 to the effect that 
a bomb had exploded et the Medium Hotel, No. 474 dei Hat 
Wei Road causing injuries to two persons. 

Chief Inspector Perkinge with 0.5.1. Tilton and DeSecie 
Ttang Tu Hung attended and found en explosion had taken 
place in the accountant's office situated on the ist. 
floor of the above address. The 3.F. Brigade and 
ambulance arrived at the same time and one seri cusly 
4ajured employee named Zung Ts dhuh ( i} ZAM, age 28, 
native Of Hingpo, single accountant residing ca the 
premises together with an apprentice also employed and 
residing at the hotel named Chang gur Ding ( Bite }, 
age 1s, native of Ningpo, were removed to the 5%. liuke's 
Hospital, 219 Kiukieng Road. 

‘The accountant was seni-scnseicus but uable to mek 
Wis injuries were later certified by Dr. CS. chien as 
*(1) Jecmpount fracture of left maxilia® (2) Gompound | 
complex fraeture of right forearm, redius end ulna (3)

The apprentice’s condition was eertified by the

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same doctor as “Abrasion of forehead.* Condition not 
serious. The apprentice was not detained in hospital. 

The condition of the room where the explosion took 
place clearly indicated tnas the explosion was of 
considerable force wrecking furniture in the room and 
blowing into small pieces books and papers. The window 
glass of the two windows was blown into the street bel ow. 

A hole was made in the accountant's desk and his 
chair wrecked. 

Bnquiries discl@ed that on or about Nov. 12, 1938 / 
the cloak room boy No, 9 named Tsang Vung Zung ( ire a) 
who resides in the hotel, recollected receiving a parcel 
wrapped in brown paper tied with string. The parcel 
appeared to contain a thick book size about 12" by 6° by 
6°, The pareel was addressed to some person, nane 
cannot be recalled, and was delivered to the hotel by an 
unknown coolie riding a bicycle. The coolie did not 
give any mespage and only handed over the mreel to the 
closk room boy. The boy did not question the coolie as 
he believed the parcel was intended for a guest in the 
hotel and it was not until later after ecquiries that 
he discovered that no such guest was residing on the 
premises. He thea handed the parcel into the accowmt- 
ant's office. The accountant in tum placed it seide on 


a table pending a possible claimant later. 
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The matter was also known by the hotel's secretary 
nemes. Lieu Ziang Fah ( Kil te; A. A further witness 
the aforementioned apprentice stated that at about 7,40 
PemM. above date he was in the accountant’s office and 
observed him remove the parcel from near the window and 
place it on his desk. The accountant was sitting at his 
desk at the time and commenced to unfasten the string 
while the apprentice watehed. At this time a quest 

—— 
called the apprentice to telephone for a hire car and as 
the latter was doing #0 in the accountent's office at a 
wall telephone near the door, an explosion suddenly took 
place. The room became full of fumes and smoke. The 
apprentice ran out of the dfice and noticed the account- 
ant lying below the desk. 

A further visit was made by D.3.I1. T*ang to the 
hospitel in order to learmg of the address om the parcel 
however this was found impossible as the accountant 's 
condition is critical. 

The Mae GOT of the hotel named Mr. Sze Yung Ling 
(2 yr he age 41, mative of Ningpo, residing at No, 35 
Pah Sih Foug (7 4) ty Rue Kraetser F.C. was questi oz: 
ed at B*Well Station. He stated the hotel was opened in. 
September 1958 and was formerly the Medium Club which wai 
opened in 1933. The members at that time were mostly 
Gainese bankers and other isfluential persons, 
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The manager at that time was the secretary of the 
club. He firmly denied knowing of any reason as regards 
a motive in leaving the bomb at the hotel. He could not 
recall, or his secretary, any persem residing recently at 
the hotel who could be suspected of being connected with 
any political party. 

A&% the time of the explosion in the office a wedding 
party was in progress in adjcining waitin dining hall where 
about 130 Chinese guests had assembled and were enjofging 
the wedding feast. The explosim resulted in a pmic and 
they all fled hurriedly fromthe scene. Ho injuries were 
reported. The bridegroom Mr. 3ih Syoeh Yien ( fea SF #,) 
age 20 years, native of fusih, residing at No. 1021 Sinza 
Road and his bride Teu ive Mung (7-H OY, age 17, natin 
of Soochow were both questioned at the station. They 
denied knowing the accountent earlier and first met him 
concerning ths wedding arrangements about 2 weeks age. 
They both denied knowing of any reasons to suggest that 
the bomb was left to cause harm.to thea and the guests.

During the course of interrogation, 
two of the arrested persons admitted participation in a bomb 
throwing incident outside the house of one named I. Ze Yuan 
(4s {Gp ko), Chinese Hditor of the shanghai Hvening Post 
é& Mercury, No.5/56 Kisochow Road at 7.10 poem.

These two accused named Zee Ah Ling ( -ig te) and Ying

(attached) were taken st the office of the Special Branch on 
March 156 The complicity of the two accused in the bomb 
throwing incident ie clear.

(HARARE) on Yu Yea Ching Road, brought three decorated 
baskets containing oranges, applss:and pumeloes to the office 
of the "Standard" at No.436 Foochow Road. A careful 
examination of the baskets wes made by one of the emioyees 
of the paper and three letters, badly typewritten in English 
with meny words mis-spelt, were found in the baskets and were 
addressed to the editor and the editorial office of the paper. 

The letters, which were signed with a foreign 
neme, reads “As a humble token of esteem for the patriotisn 
and eudacity of your paper in its articles, I send herewith 
three baskets of fruit which I ask you kindly to accept, I 
hope you will continue with your edeavours, " 

The employee summoned the Chinese detective and 
C.P.C's 1822 and 3135 posted by the Police at the office for 
protection. They detained the teaboy and took him and the 
three baskets of fruit to Louza Station. There an 
examination was made and it was discovered that each fruit 
had been pierced with @ needle. When squeezed, a fluid 
believed to be poison flowed out. The fruit will be 
submitted for enalysis. 

fhe teaboy was interrogated and he made ths 
following statement s- “At 10.20 a.m. to-day (Larch 27) 
two Japanese, accompanied by a Chinese, came to the Chei 
Loh Hotel and booked Room No.120 on the fourth floor. On 
the register the Chinese gave his name as Zung Kyung-piau 
(9.4 ), age 22. He was avout 30 years of age, dressed 
in a grey suit of foreigm clothing end speaking the looal 
dialect. One of the two Japenese was sbout 50 years of 
age, wearing’ dark cost and grey trousers end the other, ®ged 
about 20, was attired in a grey suit of foreig clothing, 
They left efter remaining in the room for a few minutes. 

At about 1 poem. they returned to the hotel bringing with 
them four decorated baskets. They consumed two bottles 
of beer and ordered me to send one of the baskete first to 
House No.81, Yung Loh Faung (x 2¢ py), Bubbling Well Road, 
and the remaining three to the office of the ‘Standard' on 
Foochow Road, adding that these baskets were gifts from a 
foreigner. I intended to tell a coolie to send them, bt 
all the coolies were engaged as the hotel was crowded, it 
being Sunday. Therefore I took the beskets to the office 
of the 'Stendard,' where I was arrested, *

Prior to the local hostilities,a weekly lecture 
was held on the premises every saturday and enjoyed a wice 
range of popularity being favourably commented on by students 
attending.

better known as I.K-eChu, who is very well known for his 
social and education work and has dzvoted his services to 
the World's Chinese Students' Feceration almost since its 
very beginning. He is known to have actively participated 
in various patriotic movements in China as well as abroad. 
He was, while the Nine FowerQ* ‘Treaty Conference at Brussels 
was in progress, selected as a member of a delegation which 
visited the local leadiny foreign diplomats here,in an 
endeavour to solicit their moral support in the current 
sino-Japanese trouble. 

Police records show that lire Chu took an active 
part in an anti-Japanese campaign in Shanghai in the year 
1919. (vide attached “police report dated 27.5+1919). 

The antecedents of Mr. P.K.Chu are briefly as

| Armed Robberies 

A number of armed robberies were 
also reported yesterday. The first 
of these occurred at.about 1.45 p.m. 
when two gahgsters, one of whom

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Terrorists In Court Tell 
Of Several Failures 


Two Additionai Members 


Of “Yellow Way” Group 


Recount Punishments Administered By Chief 
When Assassinations Were Not Success 


ee eee 


Interesting revelations regarding 
the activities of the “Yellow Way 
Society,” an anti-Hankow terrorist 
gang, including the futile attempt 
at assassinating a Chinese school 
principal and the private imprison- 
ment of members of the society who 
failed to carry out their mission, 
were made yesterday in the First 
Special District Court when two 
more members of the society were 
brought up for trial and charged 
with offences against public order 
and attempted murder. They were 
charged on six counts. Both accus- 
ed frankly admitted all crimes, but 
further hearing was postponed sine 
die pending further investigations. 

The two new accused were arrest- 
ed recently after Yang Chia-tseu, a 
leader of the terrorist gang, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment hav- ! 
ing been 
Tsai Teu-tu, late general manager of 
the “Social Evening News,” for his 
anti-Japanese inspirations. Tsai’s 
severed head was tound in a 
French Concession street more than 
six months ago. Three other per- 
sons were senienced to prison terms, 
together with Yang, in connection 
with the same crime. Losing no 
time in rounding up the whole gang 
the police arrested Wu Deh-fah and 
Chao Jih-feng. 

The police prosecutor told the 
court that Wu was one of the ter- 
rorists who failed to carry out the 
mission of bombing the Hwa Tung, 
Broadcasting Station, in Ningpo 
Road, on June 12, when a wave of 
bombing terrorism created a reign; 
of terrcr in the Settlement. The 
hand grenade thrown by the ter- 
rorists did not explode and the ter- 
rorists were severely punished by 
their leaders after returning to 
their society headquarters in Hong- 
kew. 

Punished For Failures 

Wu was also said to have operatedi 
with some other members of the; 
society in investigating the move- 
ments of Mr. Su Ken-chieh, prin-: 
cipal of the Min Li Middle School: 
Tifeng Road. He was sent out on’ 
‘June 19 by the chairman of his: 
society, the notorious Zan Yu-chin,: 
to make investigations before car- 
rying out an assassination plot, but; 
there was a storm on that day and 
Wu again_failed in his mission. 

- Chao was charged on four counis 
‘and the crenes he admitted were 


‘by the prosecution. 


convicted of beheading}! 


,more serious than those committed 
by the first accused, it was stated 
He was said to 


have participated in the assassina- 


tion of Dr. Herman Liu, late 
president of University of Shang- 
hai on Bubbling Well Road. 


‘Although Chao did not actully kill 
Dr. Herman Liu, he was one of 
thcse assigned to plot the assassina- 
tion but for his work he only re- 
ceived $2.50. A Japanese promised 
to distribute $1,000 after the men 
had successfully carried out their 
plot. One man was arrested and 
convicted and his family received 
$500, it was said. The rest of the 
reward money was divided among 
other members cf the gang. 

On May 9 Chao was ordered tc 
throw a hand grenade into Nanking 
Road from the roof garden of the 
Wing On Building, but he tossed the 
missile into the basement and it did 
not explode. He was promised a 
higher position in the society if he 
succeeded in carrying out the order, 
but his failure brought him only 
punishment from his leaders. He 
again failed to cause an explosion 
outside the Central Trust Bureau, 
Tientsin Road, on May t0, for which 
he was again punished. 


Courage Fails 

The only explosion he caused 
occurred in front of the ‘Morning 
Leader,” in Ningpo Road, on May 
20, when a bomb he threw exploded 
and injured four persons, including 
a constable. The interior of the 
newspaper plant was not damaged, 
however. 

Chao was ordered by Zan Yu- 
chin to continue the investigation of 
the movements of Mr. Su, of the 
Min Li Middle School, the work 
‘which the first accused failed to 
finish. Aiter investigating, Chao and 
three other men were ordered to 
assassinate Mr. Su. They waited 
for their victim near his school in 
/Tifeng Road on June 19, but when 
Mr. Su came out Chao’s hands trem- 
ipled and could not pull the trigger 
inf his pistol. Mr. Su escaped '- 
iscathed. All the four terroritst we e/ 
‘punished after returning to the 
society and they failed to obtain ue 
$500 reward promised by their 
leaders. Chao received moce severe 
punishment than the three other ac- 
complices since fhe carried a gun. 
He was roped and imprisoned for 
several days.

UNDER TRIAL 
Terrorist Who Took Part 
:n Bombine Of Radio 
Station Being Held 


The seventh member of the “Yel- 
low Way Society,” notorious anti- 
Hankow terrorist organization, to 
face trial was brought before Judge 
Chien in the First Special District 
Court yesterday and charged with 
bombing the Hwa Tung Radio Sta- 
tion on Ningpo Road on June 12. 
Wu pleaded guilty to the charge, 
but judgment was reserved pending 
further investigations which will 


be made before the next hearing, | 


scheduled for next week. 


Wu, it is alleged, was of one the 
two terrorists who threw a bomb 
into the alley leading to the above 
mentioned radio station. The other 
man, Chen Siao-mow, was recently 
sentenced to 10 years’ imprisonment 
for the same crime. The bombing 
of the station was one of the five 
outrages engineered by the terrorist 
society on June 12, creating a reign 
of terror in the Settlement, and tor 
Which several otner terrorists have 
been sentenced. 


Wu told the Court that ne join- 
ed the society in May as a third 
class member, drawing a monthly 
wage of only $30. He was former- 
ly a mill hand. and following «he 
start of local hostilities, was unem- 
ployed until he joined the society 
through the introduction of an 
assistant to Zane Yu-chia, chairman 
ot the society. who is wanted by 
the police. 


Wu and Chen were ordered to 
bomb the station and a hand gre- 
nade was handed to them at the 
Jessfield Road branch office of the 
society.

THE CASE AGAINST KOO TSOH-CHING, A TsRrOnlsT 


Koo Taoh-ohing (2 4h.) alias Xoo Chao-van(#j%7Zjt) 
alias teck-marked Yung a gee is a native of 2 REC 
cnuow. He was for a time Chief of the Second District and 
coucurrently Chief of the Propaganda Section of the Asia 
Rehabilitation Society (71 #2), an organization enjoying 
tne protection of the Jepanese. oe was arr sted for the 
abduction of one Zee Ung-wei (4.4 ), livins at 4ee Ka Zah 
UZ ¥, 4 )), Great Western Koad, whom he carried off to Hongkew 
for’rensom. Sung Ai-tsong 34 2%), a detective sergeant 
attached to Wayside Police Station, and Sung Ching-wen({Hf$Z ), 
another detective sergeant attached to “est nongkew Police 
station, were implicated in the case, These three men were 
convieted in the Shanghai First Special District Court and 
were sentenoed as followss- Koo Tsoh-ching, 7 years imprison- 
’ ment and fined 1,500 with deprivation of civil rights for 

10 yeers; Sung Ai-tsong fined $1,000; Sung Caing-wen, 6 months 
imprisonment and fined 500, 

An appeal was filed. During tue period of appeal 
Koo was detained in custody, while the two ex-detectives were 
released on bail. 

The appeal came up for hearing before the Second 
Brench of the Kiengsu High Court on the afternoon of December 
1, when Koo Tsch-c..lng requested the Court to hear the case 
in camera as a stat«ment which he wes about to make should 
not be made public. His request was granted. 

The nature of Koo's statement is not known. He 
spoke for about an hour and a half on the activities of the 
Asia Kkehabilitation Society and the Huang Dao Association.

DETECTIVES SENTENCED FOR EXTORTION 


On suspicion of being connect@d with the 
murder of Tsai Tiao-tu (42 ig) 4% ), the late proprietor 
of the "Social Daily News" (#£4 87), Koo Tso-chiug 
(4k 4 AR ) alias Koo Tsao-wei (Ai % FL) alias Koo Yuneg- 
shing ($k 7s A)» native of Changchow, Chief of the 2nd 
District and of the Publicity Department of the Asia 
Rehabilitation Society, was arrested by the Shanghai 
Municipal Police in front of the Great Hastern Hotel 
(K & 4g 4), Ying Hwa Ka (Z% {#7 ) near Nanking Road 
on July 21 this year. AS a result of enquiries made by 
the Police, no evidence could be found to convict him 
with the murder, consequently he wags released the same 
night. His arrest was not known to the public. On 
July 30, however, a report of his arrest appeared in the 
"Sin Shun Pao" ( a 7h), a Japanese owned Chinese 
language Newspaper, in which the good name of the Police 
was defamed and in which it was alleged that it was due 
to expectations of making money by means of extortion 
that the detectives had made the arrest. 

Holding the view that the article must 
have ween written by Koo himself with the intention of 
spoiling the good name of the S3.M.P. and with the object of 
ascertaining the facts, the Police issued orders for 
his re-arrest. He was arrested at House No. 85 Race 
Course Road where several thousand copies of handbills 
of a reéctionary nature were seized. He was detained by 
the Police and as a result of odes wee? Se cae 
that he was connected with the kidnapping of one Hsu 
| Eng- wei (4% BF). During his Setentxen, Koo gave out 
“infommetron that Sung aAi-tsung (4% # 2%), a Detective 
Sergeant of Wayside Police Station, and Sung Ching-wen 
(AG %), a Detective Sergeant of West Hongkew Police 
Station, were albo connected with this case. Consequently, 
the two officers were likewise detained. 

The case came up for further hearing at 
the Shanghai First Special District Court yesterday 
afternoon, when the Police representative made the 
following statements- 

"During the period of remand, the Police 
have succeeded in discovering the following evidence ¢é- 

"(1) The accused Koo Tso-ching appears in 
a photograph which was taken at the time of the prepara- 
tory mecting ef the Asia Rehabilitation Society (-* ® ) 
on liarch 22 this year and which was seized by the Police 
in. connedtion with the case against Yang Chie-chu (# ¥ & ) 
alias Colorel Yang. 

(2) According to the list of members of 
the 4sia Rehabilitation Society, the accused Koo Tso-ching 
is the Chief of the 2nd Branch of the Society and his 
address and other particulars have been found to be 
identical with those mentioned in the list, 
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"(3) amongst the articles seized st his 
homc is a note on which were written the following words3-~-

Sung Ching-wen gave the following evidences- 

“I was ontrusted with the wrk by my brother-in-law, Chen 
Ping- san (/$0% > ), ag Loh Keng-zien (Pribde) and Wang 
Tse-jen (£24z } had asked him to seex information for 
them, At that time Chen was the publisner of evening 
paper entitled 'The Epoch Evening News" (ay 4h Wt). 
I reported to my senior officer that I was not in a 
position to undertake the wrk because I had no knowledge 
of the facts in the case. Subsequently, I made several 
enquiries of the complainant about the case. When I was 
in Room No. 302 of the Paramount Hotel, Chen Ping~sam 
brought to the room & man named Wong (7) who claimed to 
be ap employee of the *Reformed Government’, but 1 could 
not say whether this was true or note. The man Wong 
produced a chit written by Hsu Eng-wel, I did not see 
the comtents of the chit. The demands tha* Mr, Yu Ys- 
ching be asked to mediate in the case and that the fleg 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce be changed were 
brought up by Wong. As the negotiations failed, I 
severed my connection with the case. Later Hsu's family 
fave me a sum of $60, but I retumed it to theme I 
knew nothing about the abduction of Chen Ping-san by 
Japanese at the China Hotel later,* 
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Koo Tso-ching further stated that the purpose of 
his joining the Asia Rehabilitation Society was to seek 
information from the sootety because after joining it he 
reported on the meetings of the Asia Rehabilitation Society 
and showed photos of members of the society to Sung Ai-tsung 
who transmitted them to Detective Inspector Hill of Chengtu 
Road Police Station. He added that later he reported to 
the Police information regarding certain important documents 
of the Huang Dao Association. 

As Koo had made a statement at the Police Station 
to the effect that on instructions from a Japanese named 
Kimura (Advisor to the Asia Rehabilitation Society) he had 
sold .45,000 worth of opium to a certain concern in Fo Ling 
Li (4 #7 | ), French Concession, and that he had made a 
profit of $6,000 out of this transac’ion, the Police 
representative charged him under Artiele 5 oi the Opium 
Suppression Regulations, Koo denied the charge. 

Te Police representative tnen requested the Court 
to punish Koo Tso-ching and Sung Ai-tsung under Article 339 
of the Chinese Criminal Code for fraud and to punish Sung 
Ching-wen under Article 346 of the Code for unsuccessful 
intimidation. He asked the Court to impose heavy punishment 
on Koo on eharges of dealing in opium and participation in a 
society whose object is to commit cffences. Of the money 
seized at Koo Tso-ching's home, a sum of $6,500 was the 
profit made by him from the ransom paid by the complainant 
and this sum should be returned to the latter. <A sum of 
$6,090 from the money should be confiscated as it was the 
profit from Koo's dealings in opium and the balance, $2,511, 
should be returned to him. 

The Judge then handed down the following judgment:- 

Koo Tso-ching is sentenced to 2 years and 6 months 
imprisonment for repeated offences of fraud and to pay a fine 
of 51,500. He is sentenced to 4 years and 6 months imprison 
ment and deprived of citizenship rights for ten years for 
having perticipated in a society whose object is to commit 
offences, In all, he is sentenced to 7 years imprisonment 
and to pay fines cf $1,500; he is to be deprived of citizen- 
ship rights for ten yearae If the fine is not paid he will 
have to serve six months for every $1,500 of the fine, The 
charge for dealing in opium is dismissed, 

Sung Ai-tsung is fined 31,000 for fraud; if the 
fine cannot be paid he will be imprisoned six months for 
every »pl,000. 

Sung Ching-wen is sentenced to 1 year and 8 months 
imprisonment with a fine of #500 on a charge of unsuccessful 
intimidation. 

From the deposit books seized at the home of Koo 
Tsosching, $1,500 will be deducted for the fine and y6, 500 
will be refunded to the complainant Hsu Yen 92 and the

Iwes born at sangchow, near 4angzch, nad was eduecc ted 
in ay native plece until I was 15 years of age. I then came 
tc Shenghai and — eaployed as an “2pprentice in the 4eang Ding 
Food Shop on Seward Road. I remai.ed in this employment for 
fir yeors. iI then returned t my native plice ond married, 
ind remeined there for rhout three yerrs. Abous 1910, I 
returned to Shanghai an was employed <s an assistant in the 
Zoong Nyev Liew Restaurant on Foocnow Read. -I the becam 
unemployed for :nproximately two yeirs. During this time, I 
was arrested by West Hongkew Station on tro occestons. The 
first time on a charge of atteripted extortian and 14 was 
released on security, the smoné time on a chuirge of larceny anc 
I was sentenced to one month imprisonment. I then became a 
second to a Chinese detcctivesergeant at West Hongkow and 
continued to meke a living in this manner until abat Jume i526 
when I wes concemed in the rao tery of a cargo of opium on 
Peking Road. After the robrery, I left Shanghai for Hankov,bu 
was leter arrested by detectives from Central Station ani 
brought back to Shen hai and sentenced to 4 ye re impri sonnuent 
and expelled.

cotton machines, we intended doing business together. I1 thare- 
fors opened Roan 445 of the Grand Hotel. I also know a man nar 
Ts Nyi Pau who is a piece goods whop master in Wusieh, md also 
an sequaintance of Zce Chi Ming. 

At about 4 p.m. on 16.6.359 one of the tea boys at the 
Gread Hotel informed me that Zee Chi Ming had telephumed te Roo 
4435 asking for Ts Hyi Pau ani as Ts Nyi Pau was not in, wuld 
answer the phone. I then went from my own room (443) to Hoom 4: 
and spoke to Zee Chi Ming on the telephone. He informed me the 


Ts Nyi Pau had arrived in Shenghai ond wes living in Room 435 
end suggested I should call cn him, Therefore I visited Room 
435 at avout S pem. 16,.6,39 and met Ts Nyi reu there together 
with 3 other male and one fem le Chinese. I do not know the 
names of ace others and hs ve nat met them before.

My name is Hsu Nyoeh Yieh, aged 23 years, native of Swatow, M/ 
formerly employed as pawnshop assistant ami at present without

I have been unemployed since Cctober, last year. I live 
in hotels amd lodging houses ali the time in Shanghai. Hsu Nyih 
Ding (lst. arrested man) is a native friend of mine . 

At about 4 or 5 poem 11.62.59 when walking along Rue du 
Consulat, F.C. I happened to encounter Hsu Nyih Ding, who was on 
his way visiting a friend. He informed me that he had just 
arrived from Tangchow ond that he intended opening a room in 
either the Chungman or Deh foo Hotels faz=temperscd=srantesing 
during his brief stay in Ghanghel, where he would purch:se 
certain provisime. At about & p.m. even date, Hsu Nyih Ding 
and myself met again at the entrance of the Chungnan Hotel, Ave. 
Edward YII, where I was informd that Room No.610, Dah “Yoo Hote! 
had been engaged, ami that he would like me accompcnyieg him tc 
his room for a tete~a-tete. I dit not go with him at once, 6 
went there alone scme minutes later. 

During my presence in his rocm, he in armed me that he 
intended going into the opium bushess, saying that the profit 
tharefram was so good that he would risk carrying a quantity 
en his own person and make a trip to the outskirts of Tungchow 
for sale.

On lle6<39 I arrived in Shanghai from Tungchow 
and put up in Room 330 at the Dah Fong (Xk 4 ) Hotel, Aveme 
Zdward VII, French Concession. I brought $350.00 with me 
for the purpose of trafficking in epium 

At 6 pem. on the day of my arrival, I sncountered 
my intimate friend, Heu Fyoeh Yieh (74ZR), at the entrances 
to Feh Ling Li { BS ¥) alleyway, Rue du Consulat, French 
Goncession. He then aceompanied m to the Dah Fong Hotel 
and while he waited on the ground floor, I went upstaize to 
Room 330, but rejoined him » few minutes later to proceed 
together to Room 610 of the mh Weo Lodging House, which was 
engaged by my friends. Yhere I asked Heu Nyoeh Yieh about 
the price cf opium in the iscal market, and he stated that 
the appreximts vrice was $120.00 per lb, 1 left the lodging 
heuse after requesting hia to purchase game opium for me, 

I removed to Dah Tacong ( < + ) Hetel on the 186-39, 

At about 5 p.m. 16-839 whilet passing outetda the 
Chung Nan (‘Y -4)) Motel, Aveme kéward ¥i1, I met Hou Byosh 
Yieh whe happened te comp out of the Billiards Room of this 
hotel.

Sakamoto requested assistance to arrest Li Ying, Supt. 
Valentine of the Freneh Police (Political Seetion) was 


therefore informeé and stated that assistanee could be 
given. % 


The aforestated detectives together with 6.D.I. 


Dalorme and D.Sel. Yankovsky of the Freneh Police were 
then led by the accused to No.287 Rue des deux Republiques, 
where the 2nde accused, Li Ying, was icecated in a front 
attic, a search of the attic failed to produce anything of 


an incriminating neture, 16 group pkotogrephs end snaps, 


however, were taken <t the request of Sgt. Yoshimitsu. 
fhe lst. accused's home was taen searehed, hut with 
abortive results. 

The 2nd. accused was handed over by the French 
Police at 4:45 pom. und on being quastioued by D.O.I.¥%ong 
and G.D.S.172 end the undersigned, admitted having tried 
to purchase one pistol for « loafer frienc, nayved Nyeu 
Ching Pieu U3 A, snd it was the befer friend who had 
supplied the pass, same being e counterfeit made by 
another friend aad was given to Loh who alleged that he 
wished to transport some arme through the guerilla linea. 

The 2nd. accused proved to have one previous 
conviction for possession of arms, he having been arrested 
by detectives of Chengtu Road Stetion during April,1938, 
and was sentenced to 4 months imprisonment, suspended. 

On being questioned regarding this, the accused 
first stated that the charge was for “Assault” and later, 
stated that it was for possession of opium. 


Both accused are now being detained in Central 


Station celis pending instructions.

Iam a bloyele hong proprietor, residing at House 150 
Rue Lafvyette, Pr. Con. I was born in Zangzoh, Kiangsu, where 
my aged mother, wife and children are still living. i own four 
mows of land and a few straw huts in Zangzoh (Si Wo Deu Village, 


Bast Lat Taung, Zengzoh, Kiangeu.) I havs never gone to 
school, and at the age of 10 (1919) my father died, leaving 
nothing for my mother and myself to live on. My mother then 


came to Shanghai with me, he succeeding in obteining the job 
of a maid-servant, whilst I being sent to Mr. Wong Kying Loong'‘s 
workshop (copper-smith) at Yang Kying Villege, off Shanghai, 

to be on apprentiee. There I stayed for 3 years, finishing 
the course of apprenticeship at the age of 19, whereby I came to 
Shanghat, looking for a jab. Ae efforts at seeking jobs prove 
abortive, I eked out a living as a second hand goods dealer, 

ke sping & stall in French Concession. This profession last thre 
years, after whieh, in ebout January, 1931, I succeeded in renti. 
a house (No.150) on Mie Lafwyette, wherein I set up a bicyole 
hong, which exists to the present day. 

I have been always « peaceful resident in the French 
Concession. I have few friends. 

Some time ago, my friend, Koo Sias Soong, a boatman from 
Pootung, began frequenting my house, and, ones in about November, 
19238, when Koo was agair at my house together with two of his 
friends, Leh Ming Ling et el, I was informed by Loh tung ling 
that he had in possession of a large consignment of arms which 
he was eager to sell. He requested my assistance to find a suit- 

able tuyer fer him, if possible, and I consented to de mr best. 


Abmat o week after thot, I met my friend, La Ying, « Northerner 
(former employee of the Jantao Police Bureag) in the visinity 
of my shop. During the course of our conversation, I requested 
Li Ying to assist me in trying to find = myer for the consign- 
ment of arms in Loh's possession, as previously mentioned, Li 
stated that he was sure that he caild find a suitable buyer 
anongst his friends, suggerting a meeting be held to talk it 
over. 

Subsequently, date forgotten, a meeting wae hol@ and 
everyone, i.e. Loh Zung Ling, Koo Siao Soong, Li Ying, one 
certain Wu and myself, put in an appearanes. Despite my 
presence, however, owing to my little or no experience in tradi 
arms, I did not actually pertieipate in the conversation at the 
mecting. It was when the meeting came to an ends when one of 


them informed me that they were going to mest agein for further 


discousei cns. 
Nothing wa: heard of the matter until about May,1959, 


when Loh Zung Ling, Wu, and Koo Sino Goong again came te my hom 
seeking my assiatanee in trying to locate Lt Fing. When I 
enquired wip they wanted to see Li, they replied that the 
consignment of arms had already arrived in Siuanghal tad thet 
they were eager to seal it at a profitable price. Then they 1e: 
saying that they coulé be found dally from © ~ 10 a.m. at “Loo 
Tsung Koh" Tea Shop, Chekicng Road, and from & p.m. om wards at 


the Few World Amigomert Fark, Yu Ya Ching Road. 
In the middle of May, 1990, Id Ting came to my house 


again, whereby I informed him of the arrival of the arms as well 


as the fect that ths others were anxious to see him. At nnee, 
I accompanied Li to the Loo Tsung Koh Tea Ghop, 462 Chekiang 
Road, and interviewed Lol: Zung Ling, Wa and Keo Biage Soong 
therein. A brief discusrinn was held, but no cefinite results 


obtained. After thrt oeceasion, Ly Ying and myself visited 
this teashop centinuously for about 2 dezen @imes, and on each 
occasion, they talked abat the arme deal » On sane oocasions 
I heard that Li Ying insisted that no peyment would be mde 
prior tc delivery of arme, whilst Loh and others mintained 
that they couid not deliver the arew unless li Ying cald 
produce a certificate in proef of his identity ete. Sudsequenti 
after many interviews, Li produced a “tre velling certificste" 
and hended same to Loh et 21. However, at this functure, Ly 
all of a sudden, sucgerted cuncelling the whole affair on the 
grounds of insuffioient funds. Ag nothing further cauld be 
done, Li remested Loh 7t 21 to return to him his travelling 
certificate. This osused on argument between them. (Travelling 
certificate at present seized by Police}. After that a mumber 
of mectings were held at the teashep and on each oceseion, Li 
demanded the xeturn of his ocertifioste. 

At 8 am. 20.6.30, Loh %ung Ling, Wu, et #1 same to my 
shop appointing me to meet at the tea shop agrin at 10 a.m. Bext, 
day.. At the appointed heur, I went to the teashep and was 
arrested by pelice. 

At the tizp when the police were effecting cur arrest. 
a foreignor, who had come with the others, attempted to drop a 
piece of paper into my coat pocket, but he was caught iu the aot 


by a Chinese member of the police, who noticed it. Un being 
excmined, it was the travelling certifierte belonging to La Yhr 
but hed left in the hands of Loh Zung Li et al as previously 
mentioned. 

During my detention at Crime Branch Hdqre, I led a 


police party to 287 Rue du Republic, Fr. don. wherein, they 
effected the arrest of Ly Ying.

However, after the outbreck of hoetilities 
the hawker business proved so poor that I had to cuit again, 
whereby 1 sucvseded it: becoming a police constable under Chiof 
Tanng An Dien of Tung Chong Road Sub-Staution, Da Dao Police 
Bureau, Pootung. However, owing te iusuffiectent means to Live 
om, I resigned and become a police constable (No.1114) with the 
Vrone:: “eliee. It was during Ceptember, last yer, when I was 
undergoing a eourse of training at the Freneh slice Depot, tht 
I was arrested together with a friend, Yang Ngoh Sef, by detective 
of Chengtu Road Station on a charge of “trafficking {a and 
possession of opium”, wnich drought about a 4 month suspended 
gentence on me.

Acting on the request of Japanese military 
authorities, detectives of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police, coO-eperating with the French Police, raided 
a Chinese residence on Lane 440 Reoyte Tenant de ia 
Tour abo.t 7 peme yesterday. 

Reports circulated shortly after the raid 
were to the effect that three Chinese, suapected of being 
connectéd with guerilla bands in this area, were taken 
into custody and removed from the Concession into the 
International Settlement. 

This report wags subsequently denied by 
French Police quarters who maintained that while 
the raid had been made, it produceuv no results in the 
way Of capturing Chinese guerillas. 

French Police quarters also denied that any 
Japanese military men had participated in the raid. 
They pointed out that some Japanese may have been 
in the raiding partys, but if #0, they were members of

One alleged: ringleader and several 
Other Chinese aceused of complicity 
in anti-Japanese terroristic activities 
were arrested by Japanese constables 

f the S.M.P. in a raid in the Settle- 
ment early in the morning of Jan- 
uary 31, the New Year Day by lunar 
reckoning, the “Shanghai Nippo” 
revealed yesterday. 

Although the place where the 
round-up occurred and the names of 
those seized were not disclosed by 
the papcr, they were reported to have 
seen members of the Woosung and 
Shanghai volunteer corps. 

In a house where the Chinese were 
seized were found several pieces of 
telegraph apparatus of excellent make 
and a file of instructions for carrying 

/out anti- Japanese practices, the paper 
| said. 

Two cf those arrested were said to 
| have been paid $30 apiece for an 
| undisclosed terroristie act. One of

been crdered to hurl at objectives of 
the terrorists’ campaign.

I beg to report that between the hours of 5t10p.m. and 5820 
peme 4/5/34,I was in charge of a foot search-perty consisting 
of S.I.Lo Ta Kung,J.P.C.141 and J.FeC.163,C.P.C.58 1967,2001; 
2010 and 2730,C.8.6.5 23 and 149,together with 8 members of the 
Japanese Military Folice in civilian clothes. 

The party left Louza Station via Ningpo,Llbyd and Nanking Roads, 
thence proceeded South on Yu Ya Ching Road, where Searching of 
vehicles and pedestrians actbally commenced. 

While wakking along Yu Ya Ching Road I asked J.PeC.163 if the 
Military Police required the searching to be restricted to the 
highways,or if they desired to visit and search hotels and 
lodging houses. He enquired of the senior Japanese scidier 
present and received a reply which vas translated to me to the 
effect that they would like ts visit a hotel and/or lodging 
house later. The party continued along Yu Ya Ching Rd. towards 
Ave. Edward V1l,searching passengers in rail-less trams and 
other types of vehicles and pedestrians,and subsequently turned 


East into AveeEdward Vil. 
On arrival of the party at the junction of Ave.Hdward 


¥ll and Yunnan Roads,I observed a large number of male Chinese 

grouped together about 50 yards South on Yunnan Rd., whereupon 

I instructed S.I.Loh Ta Kung and J.P,.C.1635 to proceed together 

with 2 Chinese Constables to the junction of Yunnan and Pakhoi 
Roads,via KXweugse Rd. and then both parties wouid close on the 

group and search their persons. This manoeuvre was duly 

accomplished and the suspects searched but nothing of an incrinm- = 


inating nature was found on their respective persons. 


Subsequently the party proceded iimat West on Pakhoi Road 
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eS 
towards Yu Ya Ching Road,whereupon I informed J.FP.C.163 that 
the party was proceéding towards a locality mad that hed a short 
while previously been the subject of a search and further menticn- 
ed if the Japanese Military Police now desired to search a hotel 
in the vicinity. JeP.C.163 conversed with the senior member 
of the Japanese Military Folice and then informed me that the 
oerson with when he conversed wished the police to search the near] 
-by hotel which happened to be the Grand Hotel. 

The party entered the hotel at about 4:00pm. and immediate- 

lay proceeded by lift to the 7th.floor,where on arrival I decided, 
in view of the numerous roams located within the building and 
ecndiueration of eliminating as far as possible any interference 
with the business of the concern, to dévide the party inte two 
to facilitate a quick search. The interior corridors of the 
hotel are circular in shape,and S,i.loh Ta Kung,J.P.C.141,2 C.PeCe 
C.D.C.23 and 4 members of the Japanese Military Police proceeded 
one way while the remainder of the party proceeded the ofher way 
in such a manner that both parties would subsequently meet. 
Prior to entering the hotel I had instructed S.I.Lo Ta Kung 
that on no account was any member of the Military Police to 
enter a room anless accompanied by a member of the Municipal 
Police. The 7th.,6th.,5th.,and 4th.floors of the hotel were 
searched in this manner without arM@ incident arising. 
On arrival on the 3rd.floor the same procedure was adopted and, 
while I was walking along the corridor C.D.C.536 ran up to me 
and informed me that the Japanese Military Police had found 
an Anti Japanese pamphlet in Room 336,whereupon I immediately 
proceeded to the room in question. I understand that the room 


was originally locked and was open by means of a pass key by one 
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| of the room boys working on this particular floor. 

On gaining the interior of the room,which was unoccupied 
at the time,one of the Japanese Military Police observed suber 
an envelope containing correspondence lying on the dressing 
table,whereupon he proceeded to the dressing table,picked up the 
letter,extracted the correspondence and purused same. 

Amongst the correspondence was a yellow paper with 
mimeographed Chinese characters thereon,very similar to numerous 
pamphlets that are distributed by student bodies. 

The member of the Japanese Military Police became a little 
excited on making this discovery, hereupon C.D.C.23 sencing that 
something unusual had transpired called me to the scene. 

Immediately on making this discovery other members of 
this party arrived at the scene and members of the Japanese 
Military Police searched a brown leather suit sase that was in 
the room. Numerous cables in Arabic numerals,which are utilised 
by the delegraph and radio offices to designate Chinese chaeantes 
and other correspondence, together with a photograph of a Chinsese 
soldier was found in the suit case. 

I deemed it advisable to obtain the services of 
detectives and instructed S.I.lo Ta Kung to telephone to the 
station and inform the Officer on Duty of the incident. 
Subsequently D.S.Nicoll,DeS.Kobayashi and C.D.C.539 arrived 
at the hotel,whereupon I handed over thecsuspected sorrespond- 
ence over to D.S.Nicolil. 

In view of the advisability of the Uniform members of 
the party withdrawing to detract attention, this was immediately 
done, the party returning to the station together with 6 members . 
of the Military Police. 


Purusance of the hotel register disclosed that the room 
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vas rented on the 19th.March 1938 by one giving name,Ngan Tsung 
Woo ( ),aged 30 yrs.,native of Yenchow, broker. 
According to the room boy this man was joined by a male friend 
about one month ago,since which date both have jointly occupied 
the room together, 
Enquiries of the room boy elicited the information that 


both occupants keft the ream together at about 2p.m. 4/5/38.

In the &bove mentioned strikes and agit*tion, hir. Loh 
simply played the part of a mediator and there was no 
evidence tc prove that he was ene®ged in intensifying the 
disputes.

TO ; MR. TIEN MING ; 


I am sure you have safely returned to Shanghai after 
our mecting in Minghong. Today, a batch of Japanese soldiers arrived 
here and their presence has again caused a general unrest amongst 
the population, who are experiencing a great difficulty in trying to 
comply with their demands, Since most of the wealthy families 
here have dsvarted to take up refuge elsewhere, we have been 
experiencing a hectic perio’ in trying to raise sufficient funds for 
their maintenance. They derand “material supply", but where axe 
we going to get it. Now the commanding officer has ordered tie 
people that wherever they are posted, the people should waste no 
time in forming a go-called, "Consolation Camp" whose sole aim is 
to supply from time to time, young women for prostitution and 
entert:mment of the troops. You remember, sometime ago, Ah Rai 
and Ah Koong, succeeced in obtaining a group of females, who were 
subseqnently returned to Shanghai for arriving there too late. On 
this occasion, i have again despatched Ah Sai and Ah Koons to Shangha 
on this errand, hoping th.’ they covld again get hold of those femle 
that had been sent back. 

As you are 2 very active figure in Shanghai, I hope you 
would do your best to assist them on their mission whenever ne@essary 

Today, 1 have telegram to Mr. Hsuch, requesting the 
latter's appearance in Shanghai so that you could interview him. He 
said he would arrive on the 8Sthe Please be ready.

However, I muld be more obliged if you could 
deliver it to Chengtu Road Station and entrust same into the hands 
of Mr. Lieu, whose number is 2023. You can trust me for such a petty 
loan, as every cent could be returned to you in July. Flease do not 
forget to comly.

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Formerly I was a circus trouper, travelling from one 
nation to another, and am now redding at 59 Chusan Road, 
Nengkev, the home of my Russian friend, one named Tretiakow. 

I came to Shanghai in June 1937, with the intention to 
find some capitalist and vith whom to form a circus in Shanghai. 
At that time I resided at 43 S4au Too Yuen, French Concession. 

Ir Sept., one named Zong, native of Shantung, and some 
Others, lesring I was a famous circus trouper, called on me 


at the above address, whereupon I began to be agequainted wi th 


the man Zong. Sinde then, Zong Poong frequented my address 
and asked me to teach him how to play magic. He also hoped 


me successfully forming a circus in Shanghai so that he would 
procure a job and work under me. This I promised him. 

Owing to the present situation I am unable to have all 
the machines and other instruments used in the circus, removed 
from Tieotsin to Shanghai, therefore my proposal of aperrting 
a circus remains unsuccessful till the present time. 

In mid-aug. last year, I encountered on Avenue Joffre, 
my friend, Tretiakow, Russian, with whom I became accuainted 
for the past 10 years. Tretiakow invited me to “is home and 


to have a takk with him. About a month afterwards I met 
Tretiakow again and he informed me he was employed as a watch 


of a certsin factory in Hongkew, at a monthly pay of $100. 
However, he later lost this employment due to his illness. 


Several days aftervards Tretiakow #8ked me to remove and 
live with him in Hongkew in order to help him in spying the 


movements of Chinese troops. 
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One day in May 1938, Zong Foong came to my place and 
asked me to purchase firearms. On hearing ‘n'3 I asked him 
the purpose of this purchase, to which he said that he was 
acting on behalf of members of Vobile Unite I, however, gave 
him a negative reply, uring this conversation between us, 
Tretiakow was also present and on Zong‘s departure Tretiakow told 
me treet he was just trying to »ascertsin the activities of 
Chinese mobile units as his uncle « 4a working vith the Japanese 
Consulate. He further told me thet if we should assist the 
Japanese in clearni g such case, the latter would BMighly ree 
ward us, therefore in case of Zong's next visit I could promise 
his recuest as he (Tretiakow) would try to trap him/ down. 

The following day Zong called on ~e again at the presence 
of Tretickow. Zong then asked Tretiakow if he had some firee 
arms for snle. Tretiakow immediately replied affirmatively and 
asked Zone hov much he recuired. In reply, Zong said he needed 
4 dozens, including 100 rounds of oemmnition per gun. He 
further told the Russian that he would pay $130 for each 
firesrm. This, the Russian promised, but told Zone to have 
the money ready before another meeting being held. 

Sime this time I and my Russian friend every day waited 
in my home for Zong*s another call.

A negotiation was then taxe place betveen us. Ag a result of

At 5 p.m. on 28th. Zong and Cheng came to me and asked me 
as well as my Russian friend to proceed to Room 10, of a 
certein Apt. House, off Hankow Read. This request was complied 
with and on entering the said room we found three others al- 
ready in, together with Zong and Chang making e total of 5 
persons,(four of whom now in custody, but one at large). 
In this room one, introduced himself as Captain Chang, agreed 
to pay 3160 fur each gun ,but from this gum he would take 420 


Commission. Captain Chang then arranged to meet us again 


the following day with a view to discuss the proper purchase 
of firearms. 

On 29th Zong and Chang came to my home and re-arranged 
with me to meet Captain Chang on 30th instead of that day, 
at the same aptehouse, on Hankow Road. 

At 4 9.m. 30th Zong and Chang came to accomeny me to 
room Nos 10,the mentioned addresee I, in company with the

During 1935, Ii Yu Tsing, Vai Chi Ming and 
myself put up 4 capital and established a bathhouse, named the 
Tsing Sueh Sz, in Chapsi, which ceased operation at the outbreak 
of hostilities. During Nov.1937. I became asquainted with Zau 
Tsing Foong, through whose recommendation, I obtained the 
position of accountant at the Pah Kyi Transportation Co. whi oh 
Closed down in Febel938.

The Russian stateé 
that he had given a receipt for the amount received. The 
receipt, written in poor Russian, was subsequently found in 
a wallet of the 3rd arrested person who, on being auastioned, 
stated that he, being unemployed, wished to secure a position 
with the Reformed Government of China and that Lieu Koong Hai 
(Japanese Informer), an acquaintance of his, promised to get 
a job for him through the medium of the Russian. Lieu Koong 
Hai told him that the Russian was Detective Inspector and 
that he must pay him a sum of $50.00 as a "commission" before 
he would get a job for him. As he had no money of his own, 
he went to the lst arrested person, who was occupying Room 
No. 10, at 293 Hankow Road and asked him for a loan of 850.00/ 
The ist arrested person agreed to loan the money, but insisted 
that he should bring the Russian to his room and pay money 
in his presence, 

Yhen the money was paid he asked the Russiar to give 
hima receipt for it which he did.

Faked Japanese Military — 
Notes Are Seized 


Two Chinese Arrested While In. Possession Of 
Y¥3,600 Worth Of Bad Notes; Attempt Made To 
Distribute Notes In The Interior 


The plot of a well-crsanized 
group of counterfeiters to flood 
Hongkew and especially various 
districts in the interior, at present 
under Japanese occupation, with 
counterfeit Japanese military 
money, was uncovered on Sunday 
afternoon with the arrest of two 
Chinese at the Sun Sun Hotel on 
Kweichow Road, in whose posses- 
sion the police seized ‘Y3,600 in 
counterfeit Japanese military notes. 

The two men were arrested by a 
party of foreign and Chinese de- 
tectives of Crime Branch Head- 
quarters of the S.M.P., headed by 
Detective Sub-Inspector B. Makh- 
laevsky. The police party worked 
in co-operation with plain clothes 
members of the Japanese. Military 
Police and seized the two Chinese 
and the counterfeit military” notes 
ut the moment that they were put- 
ting through a deal to sell a Japan- 
‘ese some of the counterfeit notes. 

The two men were brought be- 
fore the first Special District Court 
yesterday morning and _ charged 
with uttering counterfeit notes, 
contrary to the Chinese Criminal 
Code. After a short hearing they 


wer2 ordered to be remanded in 
custody for one week pending the 
conclusion of the police enquirits. 


Long Sought 

The Japanese military notes are 
only issued to cfficers and soldiers 
of the Imperial Japanzse Army, 
and are legal tender as long as they 
are tendered by the military in 
payment of som articles bought. 
Authorities had reports made to 
them from shopkeepers in Hong- 
kew and especially from various 
interior districts, including Nan- 
king, that a large number of ccun- 
terfeit notes had suddenly made 
their appearance. 

Attempts to trace down the 
souree of the notes had been made 
by the Japanese Military Police and 
finally they traced the notes to 
Shanghai. The Japanese authorities 
got. in touch with the Shanghai 
Municipal Police and together with 
them continued the enquiries. which 
resulted in the arrest of the two 
Chinese and seizure of counterfeit 
notes on Sunday. 


Local Plant 
It is believed by detectives in- 
vestigaiing the case that the notes 
are being manufactured somewhere 
in the Internatienal Settlement or 
the French Concession.

A new racket, that of © selling 
Japanese military passes, which 
allegedly permitted the holder to 
proceed to various c:stricts iir the 
interior, was nipped in the bud re- 
cently with the arrest of about 20 
Chinese by Japanese Military Police, 
in co-operation with the S.M.P. 

The racketeers ever on the look- 
out for fresh fields to conquer, hit 
upon the idea of supplying various 
Chinese wishing to return into the 
interior for a visit or otherwise, 
with necessary Japanese military 
passes. Some of these even went 
as far as to advertise in Chinese 
newspapers offering to obtain Jap- 
anese military passes for those who 
wished to proceed into districts in 
Chekiang and Kiangsu. 

While a few of them did obtain 
{genuine passes for applicants from 
Japanese military, others resort- 


Ce 


ed to counterfeiting passes, thus 
pocketing “easy” money. As much 
as $10 per pass was charged in some 
instances. 

The iracket was discovered by the 
Japanese military when many tra- 
vellers were caught with counterfeit | 
passes. The source of the passes 
was traced and the alleged. rac- | 
keteers errested. It is understood | 
that the issuing of passes has been 
temporarily stopped pending the 
clearing up of the. situation...

However, 0.SeI. Umemoto informed D.I. Glover that 
the Jap: nese Military Police made a request to the effect that 
the three arrested persons be hended over to tkem for the 
purpose of tnterrogaiion. 

In accordance with the instructions received 
from D.C.(CRIME) by D.I. Glover, the arrested two male arid one 
Femile Chinese could be handed over for the period of 3 days 
(72 hours) on the morning of Janucry 7, 1939, but the Japanese 
Military -olice failed to claim the prisoners. 0.S.1I. Umemoto 
informed the undersigned that the d:te for handing over of the 
prisoners wis set on the 8th.Janucry, 1939, at 10 a.m. 

However, the Japanese Military Volice h: ve <lso 
failed to tuke the custody of the prisoners on the latter date, 
and instead, J.D.C. M:tsushima of the S.P.0. reported to the 
undersigned that the Japanese Military Folice would take over 
the prisoners on the next day, i.e. 9.1.39 a.m.

‘wore recvester to produce the persons who hed implicated the 
first eorrested man, Chang Ts Vai, for purposes of questioning 
and identificstion. 

Upon being inerroreated py A/D.S.I. Vong, %-D-Sel72 and 
the undersirned, the Ist. arrested men, Chang Ts Vai, Stated 
that formerly he vas employed by the Soochow City Folice,where 
he held the position of Sub-Inspector. shen the Japanese troops 
advy-need into Kincnesn Frovinee, he dispensed with his services 
with the Soochow tolice and went to the interior of North China, 
wherefrom, he finsily eeme to Shenehnai via Canton and Hongkong 
in November, 1958. after steying in Shanghai for Tour days, 
he proceeded to his native place - Hweiying, North langsu, 
where he romaijed till the 20th. of Feb. 1939. On the latter 
date, he arrived in Shanghai together with the second arrested 
man, Loh Ts Chisng, whereby they engered Room No.134 at the Yah 
Chow Lodging House, Harkow Road (4 > }, where they made their 
temporary auarters. Four days later (24.2.39) one of their 
friends, nemed Aoh Chung (fo ‘'- ) engered Room 719, Yangtse 
Hotel, vhere they moved in. (‘his room was registered under 
the latter's nume on 24.2.39 as previously mentioned.) 

During his stay in Hweiying, Chang Ts-vai (lst.arrested 

had organised the Hoh Sing Hong Dyeing and Weaving Factory 
(44 v is ) and hed come to Shanghai for the purpose of purchasiy 
machinery for the factory. ¥#y this he accounts for the large sum 


of money found in his possession at the time of arrest. 


However, he denied having been engaged in supplying

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fivearms to mobile units or having taken part in any politi@al 
activities. 

Also, the perusal of the seized documents (list 
attached) made by D.S.I. Liao of Special Branch show that they 
are all related to personal matters, business transactions etc. 
and have no connections whatsoever with the alleged supplying 
of arms to mobile units. 

The arrested persons are being detained at Central 
Station Cells pending production of evidence arainst them by 
the Japanese Military Police. 

Statements have been taken from both the arrested 
men and translations are herewith attached.

On the same day I went to the vongulate and was 
received by Mr. Ogawa. Through the Russian interpreter I waa 
told that the machines would be returned to me on the following 
conditions: in writting I must admit that in spite of being 
warned three times by the Jarnzwnese Authority I continued to 
keep the machines on the premises, snd allowed the Joronese 
soldiers to gwmble and that I specially orep-red a room 
upstairs where the mochines were placed for public <ambling.

Althcugh “Hollywood” snd other 
netcrious gambling dens of the 
Japanese occupied Western District 
areas are still running full blast. 
Japanese Consular Police in Hong- 
kew have decided to take drastic 
action to eradicate gambling from 
the pastimes of local Japanese. 


Acting on “inside information,” 2 
eroup of Japanese Consular Police 
swocped down on the De Luxe Tea 
Room on Brcadway Thursday morn- , 
ing and put their decision to abolish 
gambling in Hongkew into im- 
mediate effect by seizing twe slot 
machines. This was acecrding io a 
report appearing in the Shanghai 
Mainichi yesterday. The tea room, 
it was pointed out, was operated by 
a Russian. 


Repeated warnings, the news- 
paper said, had been given to per- 
sons keeping such machines in their 
establishments. The warnings, i* 
added. had been served by the Jap- 
anese Military Pclice. the Consular 
Pelice, as well a3 the Shanghai 
Municipal Police. 


In future cases, the newspaper 
said, not only will those keeping 
the machines on their premises be 
prosecuted, but Japanese nationals 
caught playing them will also be 
heavily fined. 


Japanese consular authorities, 
the Mainichi ‘2ontinued, declare 
that such machines are inade to 
pay 1 to 5. 


Meantime, Japanese returning to 
Hongkew after a visit to the 
Auditcrium were faced with 4 
possible stiff reprimand from the 
Japanese Consular policemen sta- 
tioned on the bridges on Soochow 
Creek. Possessors of compliment- 
ary passes to the establishment will 
have to surrender them to the’ 
policemen.

The last oceasion on which he met Yee Vung Ching 
was at about 8.50 Deme 2342.39 (Sth. day of Chinese 
New Year) when the latter called on him at Room 44 
Nanking Lodging House and requested him to go out for 
dinner. Owing to a previous dinner engagement Tai 
expressed his in-bility to do so, and Yee left, prior 
to which he sgain reminded him of his promise, and 4lso 
requested thit he keep it secret. 

In continuing, Tai Ah Dong related how that since 
th:.t time he had not seen Yee Vung Ching, but that at 
about 8 peme on tne 26th. February 1938 (8th. day of 
Chinese New Year), when visiting & friend named Saung 
( ) at Room 536 of the Far Bastern Hotel, Yu Ya Ching 
Rozd, he unexpectedly met Zung Ab Kyung in the elevator, 


who, after exchanging greetings, enquired of him where 


ne . goinge Tai replied that he intended visiting 
a friend in Room 556 and invited Gung sad his friend 
who wis iven in bls company to call at that room later. 
After two hours “ung Ah “yung ond nis friend called at 
Hoom 646, ana some time later, he, fai, informed nim 
yuietiy about a certain friend (no name mentioned) who 
had requested hin to get intormation regarding the 
movements of Reformed Government officials. 4ung Ah Kyung 
immediately informed him not to be stupid to attempt 
such a thing and the metter waa dropped there and tnen. 
On or about March lith. 1959, Tai returned to 
Nanking and on 4rrival was informed that on the Sth. 
larch 1939, a chauffeur Noe2d named Yung Sz ( ) 
cof the Ministry of Home Affoirs had called there stating 
that Zung Ah Kyung would like to see him, as the minister's 
wife hud bought a new oar and wanted a good chauffeur 
and thet Zung Ah Kyung wanted to recommend him for the 
job. The following day Tai went to the ministry for the 
purpose of seeing 4ung, but was refused admission by the 
sentries, and after three other attempts tc see 4ung, 
all of which were abortive, he finally wrote him a 
letter informing him of his return to Nanking and re- 
questing an interview regarding the promised position of 
chauffeurs 


At about 9 ams 18.3-39, in responce to this letier, 
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Chauffeur NoeZS again c lied at his address in Nanking 


and requested him to accompany him back to the Ministry 
where cung Ah Kyung was waiting for him. Accordingly 
Tai proceeded to the Ministry in a motor cer driven 
by Ch: uffeur No.23. 

On arrival at the Ministry and on entering the 
cempound, Chauffeur No.e23 asked him to wait a few 
moments and that ne would find where Zung had gone. 
After waiting about one hour, & large motor car oarrying 
a Chinese femle, and two male Chinese and a Japanese 
dressed in foreign dress, came towards him from across 
the compound and, stopping in front of him, the ch: uffeur 
(unknown) asked him if he was the ehkuffeur from Shinghii. 
On replying in the affirmative, this chauffeur told hin 
to jump in and that he would take him to see Gung Ah Kyung 
He did so, and was driven to the Military Academy in 
Nanking, where every one alighted and he was told to 
wait beside the esr, The others including the cnauffeur 
then entered the building and after an elapse of about 
20 minutes the Chinese female and the chauffeur returned. 
The latter then informed hin that he had to take his 
employer's wife out on urgent business, but that if he 
(T:4) went upstairs and sat down for a Little time he 
would inform Zung Ak Kyung of his arrival. Continuging i 
his stétement, explained how he, Tai complied with these 


instructions und entered « aitting room on the end. 


floor, where he suit down on a settle to await the 
arrival of 4unge After about half an hour three Chinese 
and a Japanese entered tne room and began questioning 
him regerding his arrival from Shanghai and whether or 
not he had come alone, or Was accompanied by any others. 
On replying that he had arrived in Nanking on the 11.53.59 
and that be Was alone, he was next questioned as to where 
the borbs and pistols which he had brcught from Shanghai, 
were being kept. leading ignerence to this, he was 
immediately set upon and severely beaten, after which 

he Was held dow over a chair and hed water poured into 
his mostrils, ete. Unable to stand the pain, he even- 
tual: admitted having a pistol, but on being released, 
he withdrew this statement and told them truthfully that 
he did not have any pistol, wherevpon he was taken to 
the Japanese Gendarmerie Headquarters and detained. 

After three days of interrogation, during which he was 
subjected to various forms of torture, he eventually 
gave the story of how Yee Vung Shing had meniioned the 
eforegoing to him, but added that he did not believe 

Yee had any intention of oarrying the plan out. As this 
man was obviously in a bad state of nerves, he having 
bruken down and cried on twe occasions during this 


questioning, the wndersigned informed him that he had 
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nothing to fe:r, but that to tell the truth in re 


whether or not Yee Vune Ching had actu: liy requested him 
to get this information, and in replying he st:ted that 
Yee had done go on the dates mentioned, but th: t at 
the time ne formed the opinion that Yee was merely 
joking ond softer the interview wito Zunzg Ah Kyung in the 
Fer Eastern Hotel he himself decided to forget the 
whole thing anc that on returning to Nanking he had 
no intention of ocrrying the matter further. 

Further questioned as to whether or not, at any 
time during the discussions between himself and Yee 
Vung Ching a third perty had been piesent, he stated 
that such was not the case, and that tae only other 
persons who knew of the sugested plan was Zung Ah Syung 
tes "3 ey ) and another named Siau Dee (): 4 ), @ 
chauffeur employed by Dco Yeu Sung ee A Gg’) whe had 
been with Ah Kyung in room No.636 of the Far Bastern 
Hotel, when he had mentioned the matter to the latter. 

questioned as to whom he suspected of having passed 
the information to the Japanese Authorities, Tai Ah Dong 
without hesitation mentioned Zung Ah Kyung whom he states 
Was previously employed by Generel Yang Hoo (45 2), Ox- 
Shanghai Woosung Garrison Commander as a chauffeur and 


who was the only other person, other than Yeo Vung Ching 
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2 
and Simselfs, who knew of the preepoesed plan to obtain 
the information in question. 

faking into consideration the aforegoing facts, 
the undersigned formed the opinion that there might 
be some truth in what this man alieges against Yee 
Vung Ching, but considering the source of the Japanese 
information and to what extent this prisoner has un- 
doubtedly been tortured, also his present situation, 
this opinion ws formed with reserve, and a request mide 
to question Yee Vung Ching on the st:tement as made by 
this man, Tai Ah Donge 

This request was refused by Sgt. Major Katodn, wo 
explained that according to his instructions the under- 
signed could be present at the questioning of this 
priscnes but could not take part in the interrogation. 

At 1 pete 2925459 the undersigned accompanied by 
D.8. Sugimeto again visited the Japanese Gendarmerie 
Headquarters, Bridge House, and on this occasion were 
permitted to sit in an adjoining room separated from 
the offie@ in which Yee Vung Ching wes being interroge- 
ted, by a wooden partition which was open, and through 
which the prisoner and his interrogators could be seen 
and heard quite clearly. This interrogation lasted 
until 4.530 pem. and during the course of some Yee Vung 
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Saing made a complete denial of the ulleg:tions mde 
against him by Tai Ahn Dong and emphatically st@£ck to 
his gtatement as made to the S.h.Folice on the 1943396 
Cn one occision only, during the whole of this interro- 
gation, did the undersigneé witness any violence being 
used and this took place towards the end, when S,t. Major 
Katodo was seen to kiok the prisoner on the shins and 
then slap him across the fxce with his open hand, however 
ag it was not repeated no protest wes made, and on the 
interrogation ending the undersigned and D.S. Sugimoto 
returned to Crime Granch Headguerters, where the aforee 
going was reported to ©C.D.i.

ug to how he had come about these wounds, he stated

to the Lido anu Strand The.tres. Continuking this man 
explaing how they returned to the Nanking Lodging tiouse 
and later tow he and Yee Vung Ching returned to the 
latter's home, where he remained for dinner, after which 
ne returned to his own home at 42 v-eiho Road. 

In view of this wan's statement, which to a certain 
extent gorroborutes that of Tai jh Dong's, he was ques~ 
tioned «s te whether or not he had heurd any discussion 
relating to the obtaining of inform tion re the movements 
of officials of the Refurmed Government end in reply he 
steted he nad not.

For this purpose, onee or twice a month I used to 
visit Shanghai where I stay about a week or so in order to 
sell the old tyres. 

Te tyres had teen sold through the hand of one

iy parents and elder sister are working in the 
native place as farmers and the eldest siater war married to 
one named Kying Kao Liang ( pI), a chauffeur, residing at 
57 Avenue Joffre, Srench Coneession. 

Now I wish to state how I was requested by one named 
Yi Vung ching (4 LAY )» a chauffeur employed by the Koo Fah 
Li Coe, a British concern, 185 Yuen Ming Yuen Road (Gordon 
& Co.), who is residing on the 3rd floor of Shing Zung Ziang 
Shop (ASAF F), 159 Taku Road, to watch the movements of 
officials of the Reformed Government and the “Nanking City 


Government. 
Whilst I was staying at the Nanking Hotel, Avenue 


Edward VII, French Concession, I, on the morning of 16th or 
17th Novembsr last, visited Yi Vung Ching, 3rd floor of the 
ghing Sung Ziang Shop, 159 Taku Road, and after tiffin as I 
wae just going to leave, Yi Vung Ching asked me to zo to the 
Great Yorlid in the French Concession. So ¥ promised him to go 
and I went there at about 8 p.m. After waiting for him a short 
time, Yi Vung Ching came and we together was a theatrical 
porfo mance until about 11 p.m. when we left. 

After « walking along Avame Sdward VII about 100 
metres from the Great Yorld and when I was parting from him 


Yi Vung Ching told me that as I was living in Nanking, it would

be very easy for me to trace the movements of the high 
officials of the Reformed and City Governments and accomingly 
to watch them carefully. He wanted me to shadow them whenever 
they p&anned to visit Shanghai on some business and to report 
to him where they vere staying in Shanghai. 
Yi Vung Ching further stated that he would srrange 
for the assassinetion of those persons and that it would be a 
very good chanee for me to rise in the world. He persuaded me 
to comply with his request for it was not a difficult job at all 
“hen the hostilitier broke out I was staying in 


Shanghai and saw many Chinese being killed and houses burned 
by Japanese soldiers so I harboured a grudge against them. 
I thought as a means of revenge the werk would be splendid 
but I hesitated to give a definite answer at that time to 
Yi Vung Ching. I silly said to him, "Is that so?* and then 
we parted. As I have already stated I was inclined to carry 
it out. 

On December 28, 1938, whilst I was staying at the 
Nanking Hotel on business #2 Vung Ching came to the hotel at 
about 8 pem. on the came date and informed me that in addition 
to what had already been mentioned if I sould tell him the 


places where leading officials of the Reformed Government and 


the Manking City Government were staying in Shanghai, a reward 
of $8,000.00 to $10,000.00 would be given me and I would be 


recommended to Chiang Kai Sheh (F772 ). He farther said 
that in that case I would be well treated and eould also join 


the Lan san Dan (Gis % ) (Blue Shirts) which was organised

with the object of assassinating te notables of the Reformed 
and nking city Governments. He told me as I could receive an 
allowance of 340.00 per month and to bring my photograph. 
Upon hearing of this request I promised Yi Vung Ching 
to try as | thought it would be a delightful matter to accept. 
I told him that a friend of mine named Zung Ah Kying 
( ) was employed by the itinister of Home Affairs of 
the Reformed Government as a chauffeur so if we could win 4ung 
over, we might be able to asanssinate the Minister. Then Yi 
Vung ching strongly encouraged me to carry it out. I hoped to 
get into touch with 4ung to win him over but owing to business 


circumstances I could not return to Nanking until the 2lst of 


January, so 1 did not meet Zunge 
At about 7.30 p.m. on S-l-39 (the Lunar Caldndar) 


whilst I was staying in the Nanking Hotel, Yi Vung Ching came 
to the hotel and askec me to take supper with him but I refused 


it. Then he told me not to forget the matter « ch he had 
asked me the other day and left. 

On B-1~-39 (the Lunar Calendar) when I visited the Far 
Bestern Hotel to see my acquaintance named Soung {( i hy I met 
Zang Ah Kying unexpectedly in the lift of that hotel. 

At that time (about 8 pom.) Zung was accompanied by his 
brother, who was formerly known to me. 


Zung said to me, “When have ym come here?" I replied, 
*Iccame here on 27-12-38 (lunar Calendar) on business, and now 


going to Room Ho. 536 in this hotel.” Zung told me thet he 
would come later. Zung got out of the lift on the 4th floor 


amd JT on the 5the 

fwo hours later, whilst I was gambling with Soung 

his room “ung aud his crother came in. 

I was delighted t’ see them for I had promised the 
mtfer to Yi Vung Ching. After talking for 30 minutes amongst 
four of us, ~ said to Zung ah ‘ying as follows t= "I have been 
informed from Yi Vung ching to watch the movements of the high 
officials of the Reformed Covermrent and to report the places 
where they are going to stay in Shanghei, for whieh a reward of 
$10,000.00 wil) be issued. The assassination will be carried 
out by them. (Yi Vung ching'o name was not mentioned but simply 
said “them"). If we were successful they will recommend us te 
Chiang Kai Sheh wo there its a chanes for us to rise in the 
world." Zung Ah Kying said, "It is a very difficult job to be 
accomplished so it 1s better to have fun by eslling girls.“ 

I was disappointed on finding out that “2ung Ah Kying 
Was not interested in the case, so I tried to ail the girls 
from An Loh Ds Bath House (Bw eize4) by telephone but they 
iad already been engaged by others. Then Zung Ar Kying 
together with his brother left the hotel. 

During our conversations as Soung wee staying a short 
distance away from us and further as he was dull-headed I do 
net think that he understood what we were talking about. Zung 
dh Kying's brother was also listening the comversation, but I 


deo not think that neither Aung nor hie brother became avare of 
the fact that I wes doing auch kind of worke after that, I 
did not tell anything openly to Zung, foaring that he mi ght

But at the 
time when I hecome a chauffeur of the ifinister of Horm Affairs, 
4t is the best chance and easy to detect the movenents of the 
Minister, so that I can get a reward. ‘hen I visited Zung at 
the offiee of the Ministry of Home Affairsa on the following 
day, the watchman told me that Zung wae i111 in bed at the 


quarters of the Chief of the Home Affairs. Next day I visited 
aang again at the querters but he was absent. I called at 
ung's guarters again on the third day, but it proved abortive. 


Then I sent a letter to hin, thinking that it would be useless 
to visit him.

the Freneh Police in Snanchai, residing at Boo Kao Li (2 ¥ )» 
me slberte.

He and Jun: Koh Ziang CLIK FZ) were 
undertaking 9 similar work, so if I had ocecasion to come to 
Shanghai shadowing the movements of high efficers they wanted 
me to act in concert with them, and to report the matter to 
Yi Vung Chinge 

When I heard of this I was inclined to believe that 
Zee Zung Hwa and Zung Koh Ziang were asked by Yi Vung Ching to 
do the same work. I simply raplied them to do so but did not 
ask them anything particularly. 

Zee Zung Hwn and Zung Koh Ziang are at present employed 
by the Japan Transportation Co. (Q7G% 55+) ae chauffeurs and 
are residing at 55 Pau Tah Ke (‘; 7~//; ), Nanking. 

I became acquainted with Zee Zung Hwa in last June, being 


introduced by my friend, Tong Zer kung (74 7 +), and Zung Koh

Dear Ah Dong, 

We hope you had pleasant trip and arrived 
safely in Shanghai. Ow ng to the absence of the ohief 
of our "squad* (°}, the matter relating to the ssle of 
his car cannot be discussed at present. Hovever, thers 
4s another car near tne Chungsan Gate, ond we have sent 
men over to find out 1f its condition is 0.K. Regarding 
the tires, we have so fer nurehnsed three, two are second- 
handed ones (about 80 % new) 2nd the other absolutely new 
with its packing still unremoved.

I wanted to, 
but after I lost sc mech in gambling, 1 felt a@hamed of 
myself to sea her without bringing her any presents. 

I have just learned that Sing Ding had sent 
me a letter, enclosing a $10 orcer oheque, whieh arrived 
in Shanghal after 1/ieft. I am sure you are still in 
possession of that letter, as it was went to me care of 
your home. 

You know, during my stay in Shanghai, I had 
an urgent need for some cash. As I had lost almost every 
cent from gambling, I had to pawn some of Sing Ding's 
clothes for scme pocket money and to pay my Way back to 
Nanking. As Sing Ding did not know that I had already 
left Shahghai, he sent to me the $10 order cheque to 
redeem his clothes. 

At present, you have to undertake the trouble 
of cashing the cheque,and have Sing Ding's clothes redeemed 
and sent back to Manking by post. Please send them to 
us, care of House No.9, Sih Ka Hong Alley, Nanking, the home 
of Mr. Tesaung Sing Ding.

As everything wes ready, I went to see my friend, lee 
Deh Mei, ot the Koh Tai Lodging House, Rue Hue, F/C, inviting 
the latter to t:ke part in the intended extortion.

I Game to Shanghei in the year 
of 1935 (24th, Yesr of tne Republic of China) end assisted 
my cousin named Lee Dah Ching ( ) in s cake shop 
Situated at Newcheng Road, About one year later, I raised 
some money from my Gousin and started a business myself at 
No.802 Tongshan Road. Owing to the SinoeJapanese hostilities 
I removed from the above mentioned ai.uresas to No,63 Rue 
Remi, Preneh Concession to continue the business, When I 
was in No,.802 Tongshan Roai I became acquainted with one of 
my tenants Lae Yoong Chong's (watehman) son named Lee Kwang 
Ying a; }e Sinoe I removed to the No.é3 Rue Remi, 
French GQonscession, he assisted me in my shop. In May or 
June, 1958, he left me snd IJ did not know anything sbout 
his activities. 

During the month of June or July, 1939, one named Zung 
Vee Sing frequently perchased cakes from me and therefore 
became escquainted with him, I knew him that he was an 
exepoiiceman in Henteao through our conversation, 

At about 20th, day, lst. Moon (March, 1959) Zung came 
to me end produced a letter, which I sould not read, so be 
explained that this was a threatening letter addressed to 
a certain shop releting their business to collect waste brass 
oy iron and supplied same to the Japanese Authorities, 
whereupon the shop owner gained e good profit on it, so we 
may thresten him (proprietor) to obtein some money, I agreed 


with his suggestion. A few days later, Zung vielited me

whilst I just left the premises, when I told him that I 
would go to the Room 314 Ning Song ( ) Louging House 
to play Mah Jong. The room was hired by one of my fellow 
cou itrymen named Kao Tsung Yee, On arrival I saw Les Kwang 
Ying ( ), Kao Tsung Yee ( }, and one other 
known as Tsang Tsoo Zung through the introduction of Kao.

At 11.50 a.m., same date, in accordarce with 
instructions of D.C. (Crime), S Tuh Yoong was allowed to 
accompany Det. Gonst. Kimbara to the Japanese Consular 
Pelice for the purpose of giving his evidence at the 
inquest. A receipt is attached. He returned back at 
5.30 p.m. 10-4-39, 

The second named witness, ¥ije0 Hai Yung, 
gould not be located at present as he had already vacated 
the last known address and his present whereabouts is

Japanese Slain by 
Chinese Bandits : 


Truck Held Up By Three | 
Men Near Tazang; Gunmen 
Escape Pursuing Party 


Dragged from a truck in which he 
wes riding with two others, Mr. 
Seizo [Wwau, 4l-year old Japanese pro- 
prietor of the Santo Yoko, a bulldiug 
materials contractor, was the victim 
of an attack by three Chinese armed 
bandits near Tazang, close to Shang- 
hai, at 9.80 o'clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, the Japanese press reported 
yesterday. Carried to the Foomin 
hospital in an unconscious condition, 
he succumoed to his wounds a short 
time later. 

On his way from Tazang to Lotien- 
chien, west of 7 aoshan, to purchase 
some iron plates, Mr. Iwau. accom- 
panied by a Mr. Chang. a Chinese 
ion broker. and w truck criver, ap- 
proached a bridge spanning a creek 
two kilometres from Tazang. when 
three Chinese, emerging from beneath 
the hiiuge. halted the truck at the | 
point of pistols, the reports said, 

Pulling the victim from the truck 
and routing his two terrified com- 
panions, one of the armed men fired 
a shot at the Japanese, the bullet 
entering the right side of his back 
and emerging near his right breast. 
according to the papers. Another 
terrorist fractured the victim’s head 
with a blow to the right side of his 
head with a heavy iron weapon. 


Another Party Arrives 


Following the attack, the Chinese 
remained on the scene of the crime, 
apparently waiting to victimize an- 
other Japanese, it was reported, when 
two Japanese in the employ of the 
Daido Kumi, a contracting firm. 
accompanied by several Japanese 
soldiers attached to a telegraph unit. 
approached the scene. Noting their 
approach, the Chinese sled, pursued 
by the Japanese, who fired ten shots 
in the chase. The bandits. however. 
made good their escape. 

The Japanese notified the Tazang 
defence headquarters, which imme- 
diately dispatched some troops to 
conduct a search for the escaped 
Chinese. The victim was rushed to 
the Foomin hospital but he died from 
his wounds shortly after noon. Police- 
men of the Japanese Consular Police 
crime section began an investigation 
of the crime at once. 


Wrist Watch Stolen 


Ail possessions of the victim were 
left on the body, except a wrist 
watch, which had apparently been 
stolen, as the strap of the watch was 
left dangling on the wrist of the in- 
jured man. In the absence of other 
signs of robbery, it was believed the 
crime was of an anti-Japanese ter- 
rorist nature. Besides the head 
wounds and the bullet wound in the 
chest, scratches and marks on the 


face indicated that a furious struggle cf

At about 9.46 aeme, April 2<19t, 1939, 
Jergt. Major Gakaaote, who was accompaiied by the 
informer in this oazse, one named Tseu Deu Sung

rani ding <2 Yangchow Road, came tu Headquarters 
wiere he again requested assistance tu interview the 
foreman coolic of the Land Bank of China Godown, Moe 
979 Soochow Road, who had been arrested, vdut 
subsequently released on security the previous day. 

The fozeman eoolie, Tsang Ching Sai 
( '}, Wae sent for, and on arrival was further 
interrogated, but he denied the allegation that he had 
ever uanufactured or been in possession of counterfeit 
Japanese military notes. 

Tho informer, on being questioned, stated 
that about three months ago he was temporarily 
empioyed as a coolie under the control of Tsang Ching 
Sai. On one occasion during January 1939, whilst 
alone in Teang's office, he saw ea bundle containing 
about one hundred pieces of paper whidh he took to be 
cigarette coupons. He stole one and placed it in his 
pocket. Later he went to Yangtszepoo where he met a 


friend to whom he showed the piece of paper. This 


friend, whose name was not divulged and wro happened 

to be an agent of the Japanese authorities, immediately 
recognised the note as a tounterfeit Japanese military 
notee He accordingly reported the matter to his 
employers, who instructed him to make further 
enqulriese 

As Tsang Ching Sai had denied the 
allegations of the informer and the evidence was 
deemed insufficient, Sergt. Major Sakamoto stated that 
his Department hed decided to give the man the benefit 
of the doubt and to drop the case. 

As regards the shell and cartridge cases 
found in the godowns amongst the bags of scrap metel, 
he stated that these were undoubtedly of Japanese 
origin, and therefore requested that one of the cases 
be temporarily loaned to him so as he could gubmit 
them to a higher authority for emmination. This 
request was acceded to and one of the shell cases was 
handed over.

The Foreman Coclie named Teang Ching Sai, 
who was found in the office attached to these 
godowms, wes then take into ougtody on suspicion of 
peing concerned in the manufacture of counterfeit 
Military notes, which the informer alleged were 
manufactured in one of the godowns. 

A further search of the godowns and the 
arrested man’s abode, situated in a loft in Lane No. 
230, Yi Ching Li, Amoy Road, however, failed to 
yreveel any inoriminating evidence. 

From particulars obtained from the Godown 
Books it was ascertained that the used sheji and 
cartridge casea were contained in consignments of 
scrap metal sent on various dates and placed in 
different godowns between the end Mareh and 15th March 
1939, by Messrs. Yoong Tsang (72>G ) Brass-amiths, 
whose address up to the present has not been obtained. 
The total consignment numbers two hundred and thirty 
seven sacks. 

The alleged uniforms contained in five 
hundred ani seven bales were received between the 
27~11-37 and the 11-138, from Mecsrs.
